
Women’s issues not a mute point

Uproar in the Law tacully over a student’s con- 
tentious Moot Court case that allegedly trivializes 
sexual assault against women may result in major 
changes in the mooting process. 

Students in the Law faculty delivered a petition 
to the Dean of Law after first year students were 
asked to debate a case which one student described 
as “inllammatory and insulting towards women.”

later threw her out of a car. and 
she died Iront her injuries. Judge 
Chaud V. Nist convicted Rambau 
of simple assault, but aci|uitted 
him of both sexual assault and 
murder. Students are appetiling 
the case, and are recpiired to argue 
both sides. 

Despite protest, the case is 
scheduled to be riebated this I'ues- 
day. 

"Issues of sexual assault tire ab- 
solutely inappropriate for a moot 
court problem." said Dean of 
I.aw, R(h1 Macdonald. " I here is 
an over-represetitation of 



murders, rapes and assault cases 
and an under-representation of 
armed robbery... to illustrate 
points of criminal law. .Such 
issues lend themselves to a possi- 
ble insensitivity." 

"It wasn't done through any 
sexist intentions." said Tom 
Schneider, author of the case. 
“The whole thing has been blown 
out of proportion. The puppeteers 
behind this are Women and the 
Law. They’re a small band of 
radical rabid feminists who 
believe men are the enemy." 

Dean Macdonald, however. 



disagrees with Schneiiler. "It's 
absolute crap to say this is a bunch 
of rabble-rousing minoritx 
women.” he said, "fhe [K-ople 
who were concerned were not just 
women." 

He added that at least half the 
names on the petition were male, 
and that most of the women had 
no connection with Women in the 
Law .

Peace Now pushing for a linguistic coup

Zionist rhetoric is the idiom of 
an instinct species, according to 
Avishai .Margalit, leading Peace 
Now activist and reserve olTicer 
in the Israeli Defense l-orces. 

.Margalit spoke at McGill Tues- 
day with Youssef Kha/.mo. 
publisher and editor of the weekly 
Arabic newspaper Al-lhiycr 
.■l.v,\/va.\(. as part of a North 
American tour sponsored by 
F’eace Now to promote understan- 
ding between Canadian Arabs and 
Jews. 

"Israelis need a radically new 
rhetoric." he said, and a 
"linguistic coup" to mobili/c the 
Israelis’ consciousness into the 
peace process. 

"The obstacles to peace in 
Palestine originate from the 
F’alestinians, Israelis and out- 
siders." said Khazmo. though he 
stressed the responsibility of the 
Israeli government. 

In the occupied territories of 
Gaza and the West Bank. I’alesti- 
nians can f>e subject to ad- 
ministrative detention (six month 
arrest without charge or trial), ex- 
propriation. deportation, house 
arrest, town arrest and censor- 
ship. said Khazmo. 

"Israeli censorship is encourag- 
ing extremists." he said. The 
authorities try to discredit the 
F'alestinians by censoring nearly 
all moderate pro-peace anicles. 
whereas extremists are left 
relatively unbothereil. 

" Fhe F’alestinians are seeking 
peace." saiil Khazmo. And in 
oriler to keep the peace process 
alive. Palestinians have had to 
make a series of concessions. 
These include condemning any 
terror act against Israel outside of 
the country, the acceptance of a 
resolution at the l‘JS2 Arab .Sum- 
mit recognizing the state of Israel, 
and the agreement to an 
autonomous Fhilestine within a 
three -state. F'a lest i ne- Israel - 
Jordan confederation. Jerusalem 
would serve as the capital of both 
Israel and Palestine, he said. 

Khazmo stressed that under any 
’circumstances, the Palestinians 



want to continue the peace pro- c 
cess. "We are trying to build .=•' 
bridges of understanding between 5 . 
the two people.” | 

But the Israeli government has | 
refused all peace initiatives regar- S 
ding the I^ilestinian people, ac- p 
cording to Khazmo. In PJK2. the ^ 
Israeli government was the onl\ Ï 
one to refuse Reagan’s peace in- H 
itiatives. He explained the Israeli = 
government’s attitude by saying 
that "there is no pressure on 
Israel." and that Israeli policies 
go uni|uestioned. . 

Any acceptable peace process 
sould be based on mutual recogni- 
tion. he said. The l‘NC (I’alestinian 
National Council) would 
recognize the riglit for Israel to 
exist, but Israel would have to 
recognize the Palestinians’ right 
to self-determination. "It’s not a 
matter of I'l.o, it is a matter of 
self-determination." he added. 

Margalit answered in a very 
similar tone. He denounced the 
escalating propaganda warfare 
equating Israel with South Africa

Obstacle courses are fun. But 
their novelty wears off when they 
become part of everyday life. 
With this in mind. Access McGill 
and the Senate Committee for 
Disabled Students are striving to 
make the McGill catnpus tnore 
user-friendly to the disabled stu- 
dent. 

Samuel Miller, an Access 
member, cites as troublesome 
"the general topography or the 
steepness of campus, slippcry- 
when-wet stairs, the terrace en- 
trance to the McLennan Library 
and snowbanks." 

"It’s the city’s rc.sponsibility to 
maintain McTavish. Since it's a 
side street they don’t give it 
priority,” he said. 

When asked how the McGill 
campus compares with other 
universities, Miller said, "While 
McGill did nut rank last in a study 
of accessibility, it was ‘average to 



poor.’ It was 35 per cent accessi- 
ble in 1978 and now is 65 per cent 
accessible." 

Miller attributes the improve- 
ment to the S50,(XX) to $60.(X)0 
spent annually on campus 
nuKlillcations including curb cuts, 
and the installation of handrails 
and widened washroom stalls. 

No matter how tricky the task. 
Miller strcs.sed that disabled 
students prefer to tackle campus 
.solo. He .said “I don’t like to de- 
pend on people for help. I like to 
be as independent as possible. It’s 
really a quc.stion of pride." 

At present the schools of 
Physical and Occupational 
Therapy and Architecture are 
conducting a study, Archiieciural 
Barriers to assess the accessibility 
of key buildings on campus. 

"Although the point of the 
survey is pedagogical, the report 
could be relevant... though when 
and by whom the information will 
be used is the question,” said Ar- 



chitecture Professor David Covo. 

Although the McGill campus 
has been surveyed before, "the 
problem is one of sensitiza- 
tion — buildings that were 
thought to be accessible were in- 
accessble," Covo said. 

Covo hopes that one day, bar- 
rier free access (a path negotiable 
by wheelchair) will cease to be an 
aitenhought in design. 

In a further attempt to make 
campus user-friendly, permanent- 
ly disabled students can use a 
voucher .system to pay Coop Taxi 
fares. The vouchers are good for 
on-campus transportation only. 

Mebbie Aikens, the Access 
McGill coordinator, was pleased 
about the implementation of the 
voucher .system: "students are not 
the most affluent people in the 
world."

.Margalit agreed on the pro[>osal 
of the tri-state confederation, with 
Jerusalem as the undivided capital 
of Palestine and Israel. Yet he em- 
phasized that Peace Now doesn’t 
have any ’plans.’ because the 
movement is not a negotiator in 
the peace process. 

The main role of Peace Now is 
one of building awareness 
amongst the Israeli population 
concerning the extreme instability 
of the Lsraeli-PaleMinian situation.

In this issue the 
Daily profiles the five presidential 
candidates for the Students’ 
Society of McGill University 
(SSMU), 



residence, Brodie said that he is 
“fundamentally” and 

“philosophically” opposed to this 
ruling. He belives that it destroys 
the whole academic atmosphere 
that should exist in the residences. 





lanISrodle 

Ian Brodie wants to address 
more political issues than the past 
few administrations. He believes 
that the Students’ Society has to 
be incorporated separately from 
the university. "1 think the 
Students’ Society should have an 
independent line of action to 
follow,” he said. 

Brodie is planning to establish a 
conference consisting of faculty 
and departmental associations to 
develop what he calls “la ligne 
politique dc l’association” which 
the Students’ Society can follow. 

Brodie is concerned that no real 
partnership between students and 
teachers exists at McGill. He said 
students do not have much input 
into the affairs of the university. 
Brodie sees himself as a means to 
a more co-operative relationship 
between the students of McGill 
and the administration. “The on- 
ly way to do that is by having a 
stronger student society,” he 
said. 

With respect to the restriction 
on returning students to 



. Randy Flemmings 

Randy Flemmings sees three 
areas where improvements should 
be made with respect to the 
Students’ Society: relations bet- 
ween the society and the student 
body, relations between the socie- 
ty and the administration, and 
relations between undergraduates 
and graduates. 

Flemmings also believes that 
McGill should be involved with 
the Quebec student movement. 
“There has to be a close associa- 
tion with the Quebec student 
movement in order to improve the 
accessibility of loans and bur- 
saries to students and access to 
higher education,” he said. 

Flemmings also intends to sup- 
port athletics at McGill. He in- 
tends to pressure the city to sup- 
port the building of the Athletics 
complex. 

He promises to address the 
housing shortage at McGill by 
developing a comprehensive off- 
campus housing plan, and sub- 
sidized busing to students who 
move to some Montreal suburbs. 

Flemmings intends to negotiate 
a campus wide physical access 
policy for disabled students. 
“Access to disabled people is cur- 
rently not acceptable at McGill,” 
he said. 



Flemmings also emphasized his 
vehement opposition to any type 
of discrimination on campus. He 
supports the insertion of an anti- 
discrimination clause into the 
SSMU constitution to bring it into 
line with the Quebec Charter of 
Rights. 

Flemmings believes that there is 
a great need for improved com- 
munications between students and 
the Students’ Society. Flemmings 
wants a suggestion box to be put 
in the Union building so students 
can contribute some ideas to the 
Student Society. He also wants to 
create mandatory office hours for 
council members^ 



Waxman also supports the at- 
tempt by PGSS (Post Graduate 
Students Society) to leave ssMU. 
“1 seriously think that it could 
solve our communications pro- 
blem.” 

Waxman advocates the 
development of the new 
bookstore. He said the long-term 
benefits would outweigh the 
short-term costs. 

In Waxman’s quest for affir- 
mitive communication, he will at- 
tempt to provide students with 
detailed information on where the 
SSMU spends its money

Waxman said the major pro- 
blem of SSMU is the lack of com- 
munication between leaders of 
various student associations, the 
executive and students. He said 
he could solve this problem by in- 
itiating a monthly open forum 
with students. “In this way 
students can be represented much 
better,” he said. 

Waxman also believes that 
some major problems of McGill 
could be solved if there was better 
communication between 
organizations around campus. He 
said that the lack of housing on 
campus could be eliminated if the 
SSMU would provide more infor- 
mation to students about housing 
in Montreal. “We should make 
students aware that there arc stu- 
dent housing services 
availablc,”he said. 



Boys and their ballots

Of the 32 candidates running in 
the upcoming student elections, 
only three are women. 

Some students are concerned, 
but current SSMU president Paul 
Pickersgill says he doesn’t see a 
problem 

*I can’t foresee a problem aris- 
ing from this in the future,” he 
said. “There hasn’t been a pro- 
blem in the past. Men are not op- 
posed to a female executive. 
There arc no female-designated or 
male-designated positions.” 

Terry Sbrissa, a candidate for 
VP Internal, is the only woman 
running for an executive position. 
“I found it strange there were so 
few women candidates,” she 
said. “I don’t think next year will 
be very healthy if there arc no 
women elected. It will be difficult 
without female representation. 
Nominations are not geared to 
males or females... (but) the 
school system doesn’t encourage 
women to run for things like 
this.” 

However, Pickersgill said, 
“Maybe I’m missing something. 



but in the past, women have tend- 
ed to do better in elections than 
men. Presently it may be just a 
perception, a fluke, or represen- 
tative of the students at a par- 
ticular level or year. It’s up to 
everyone to encourage people 
who are slightly interested, to 



run,” he said. 

Ian Brodie, SSMU VP External 
and presidential candidate, does 
see a problem. “External affairs 
has traditionally been held by a 
man. Since I96S-66, there have 
only been two women filling the 
role. I think it’s a problem

Fountain disagrees with VP Ex- 
ternal Ian Brodie’s approach to 
tuition fee increases. He believes 
that there are better alternatives 
available. “I want to set a prece- 
dent and build a framework for 
the next time this issue comes 
up,” he said. 

Fountain also believes that 
returning students should have 
priority to residence housing. He 
wants to see set criteria developed 
for admitting students to 
residences to stop discrimination. 
“Right now, if your name is 
Molson, you’re in,” he said. 

He is concerned with the lack of 
graduate representation on coun- 
cil. He wants more graduate 
needs to be respected by the 
SSMU. 

He docs not believe general 
assemblies should be binding, but 
they should be regarded as impor- 
tant indicators of students’ in- 
terests. “We should pay more at- 
tention to them,” he said. Foun- 
tain also regards the new 
bookstore as a “mistake”, but he 
is not sure he can reverse the deci- 
sion at this stage.

French Canada studies minor

The arrival of a new director at 
the McGill French Canada 
Studies Centre has provided 
momentum for needed change. It 
is hoped that a proposed inter- 
disciplinary Minor will end cam- 
pus indifference to the centre. 

François Ricard, director of the 
Centre, has studied the pro- 
gramme in depth since his arrival 
over a year ago. This semester, he 
presented to the curriculum ad- 
visory committee a Minor pro- 
gramme to replace the current 
Major in French Canadian 
Studies. Ricard, who advocates 
the importance of inter- 
disciplinary studies, believes this 
change will help fulfill the aims of 



the Centre. 

“The objectives of the Centre 
for French Canadian Studies is to 
serve as a unit for services, ex- 
change, and communication bet- 
ween professors and students 
about issues which concern 
French Canadian and Quebec 
studies,” he said. 

A demand for programme 
modification emerged from the 
changing opinions of both 
students and teachers. 

“I cannot really say that there 
was either a negative or a positive 
attitude towards the programme. 
It was more of an indifference on 
the part of the professors and the 
students,” Ricard said. 

“It is obvious : that , the centre 



has fallen drastically from where 
it once stood. It has been calm for 
the last four years, but the new 
prognunme will change that.” 

Although 77 per cent of 
regularly offered classes were 
open to students, guest lecturers 
from UQAM, Université du 
Québec, and Concordia were 
recruited to fill the vacancies in 
the teaching staff. Ricard stressed 
that these professors were “very 
competent”, yet their availability 
was obviously limited. 

With the approval of an inter- 
disciplinary Minor, the Centre ex- 
pects a higher profile and greater 
recognition at the university, and

Daniel Tennenbaum 
Tennenbaum is running on a 
platform of increased co- 
operation between faculty 
associations and the Students’ 
Society. He hopes to accelerate 
the transfer of funds from SSMU to 
the different faculty associations. 
“With this, 1 intend to implement 
university activities much faster,” 
he said. 

Tennenbaum wants to re- 
establish the President’s Council 
which will consist of represen- 
tatives from various faculties. 
From this, he expects the council 
to acquire a more representative 
view of students’ interests. 

Tennenbaum also believes that 
McGill is not accessible to Fran- 
cophone students. He intends to 
establish a “buddy system” for 
Francophones at McGill so 
French-speaking students can take 
full advantage of the services 
McGill provides. 

Tennenbaum has also devised a 
plan to make student politicians 
more accessible to the student 
body. He will be speaking to 
classes at the beginning of each 
semester to present himself to all 
students. “We hope to make 
students know that they could 
come up to me and tell me 
anything that is important,” he 
said. 

Tennenbaum said that General 
Assemblies should not have real 
decision-making power, but they 
should be used to get input from 
the student body. 

He also said that ssMU should 
demand its money back if it 
doesn’t get space in the new 
bookstore^^^^^^^^^^^^ 

encouraged two women to run for 
VP External this year, but unfor- 
tunately they had prior com- 
mitments. It’s up to the people in- 
volved to get others involved in 
general,” said Brodie. 

Lindsay Glassco, VP Internal, 
disagrees. “It’s not up to us to 
recruit.

It is 
typical in mixed groups for 
women not to speak; there is a 
tendency for men to dominate the 
conversation. I hope the women 
next year will be out.spokcn and 
that they have strong convictions, 
and will speak when they see 
■ things going wrong.”

The McGill Daily was saddened to learn 
of the death of McGill Economics Pro- 
fessor John C. Weldon, during the night of 
26 February. He died of cancer in his 65th 
year, 

Weldon was a remarkable person — as 
the many students who came into contact 
with him quickly realized — with great in- 
tellectual ability, and a concern with social 
justice that was not abstract but that was 
made evident in his dealings with the in- 
dividuals around him. 

Weldon was widely known as a theorist. 
4e served as President of the Canadian 
Economics Association in 1975-76, and 
A'as a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Canada, as well as a frequent contributor to 
iiscussion of economic policy. McGill was 
he centre of his academic career, and his 
aniy absence from the University in almost 
40 years was in the interval 1970-72 when 
he served as Economic Advisor to Ed 
Shreyer, the ndp Premier of Manitoba. 
Even then, he would return to Montréal 
each weekend, and in the second year he 
took time to teach a graduate course at 
McGill. 

Weldon became a full-time member of 
staff in 1948, and from the beginning he 
took on more than his share of the 
teaching, thesis supervision and ad- 
ministrative load. This pattern continued 
'throughout the years. 

As the leading economist in the Depart- 
ment of Economics and Political Science, 
Weldon was chosen by his- colleagues to be 
chair of the Economics Department when 
the former was split into its constituent 
parts in the 1960s, It was under his leader- 
ship, with his wide range of interests and 
critical attitude to received doctrines, that 
the Department of Economics became such 
an interesting place for both staff and 
students during the 1960s and 1970s. 

This critical attitude and sense of in- 
dependence was also reflected in the con- 
sideration of McGill’s policies. This did 
not sit well with the University Ad- 
ministration, and its blatant interference, 
beginning with the disregard of its own 
procedures in connection with the promo- 
tion to full professor of a member of the 
Department, ended with the imposition of 
trusteeship on the Department, a measure 
that turned it into an intellectual desert. 

Much of Weldon’s time and energy in 
these later years was spent fighting and 
dealing with the consequences of these ac- 
tions by the Administration. He and two of

his colleagues. Professors Asimakopulos 
and Kierans, had been reprimanded by 
Senate in November, 1978 for having cir- 
culated documents that showed the then- 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts had made a 
false statement in order to arrange a pro- 
motion to full professor. A Canadian 
Association of University Teachers (CAUT) 
inquiry into this matter concluded that the 
Senate proceedings that resulted in the 
reprimand were seriously flawed, but 
McGill has refused to set matters right. A 
further lengthy caut report that makes 
clear the Administration’s responsibility 
for the consequences to Weldon of its ac- 
tions will be published shortly. 

All those who came in contact with 
Weldon, however briefly, were impressed 
with the quality of his mind — he had both 
analytical and literary talents of a very high 
order. He made significant contributions in 
various areas of economic theory — utility 
theory, theory of money, and on inter- 
generational transfers — but he did not 
write the large number of follow-up ar- 
ticles on these topics that would have 
brought him the international recognition 
of his abilities. 

Weldon’s time was used in many other 
ways. He was an excellent teacher, and 
spent a great deal of time in preparation so 
that he could lecture without reference to 
notes. Over the last 10 years he worked on 
the history of economic thought, and he 
was in the process of editing for publica- 
tion the detailed notes that he had prepared 
for students. He was much the most active 
person in the Department in thesis supervi- 
sion. 

Weldon did not know how to say no to 
the many difficult cases that appeared at his 
office door for assistance. This also held 
true for members of staff, some of the deci- 
sions he made out of concern for in- 
dividuals in difficulty, came back to hurt 
him. He was also active outside the 
Department, as a continuing advisor to the 
NDP, and to trade unions, and with his 
church, St. John the Evangelist. Weldon 
was a High Anglican, and if one were forc- 
ed to provide a single label to cover such a 
multi-faceted person, ‘Christian Socialist’ 
would be the most fitting. 

Nothing written about Weldon would be 
complete without a mention of the man’s 
unquenchable spirit. The passing years af- 
fected his appearance, but his impish good 
humour, no matter how difficult the cir- 
cumstances, were there almost to the end. 
He will be greatly missed. 




Article unfair to Black students 



To the Daily 

With reference ot the article found in the February 
4 edition ofyourpaper, I find it nece.ssary to point out 
a number ol fundamental flaws with its presentation. 
The article entitled "Blacks’ attitudes on apartheid" 
was based on a small poll taken from 32 Black 
students at McGill and an eyewitness observation of a 
demonstration. First of all, the reader is informed that 
the size of the group polled was 32 but no information 
was given concerning the percentage of the black 
students polled, the figure 22.5 per cent represents the 
opinions of not more than seven Black students at 
McGill. 

The statement "Black student participation was 
minimal at the divestment demonstration at McGill 
last November” not only neglects the fact that student 
participation was very, in general, very low, but, this 
statement also failed to be accompanied by reliable 
statistics of any sort. 

Despite the fact that the article seemed inconsistent 
in its composition and contained a few grammatical 
errors, it did contain a number of interesting facts. 
However, I was somewhat appalled by the final quote 
used in the article. I found the use of this quote im- 
plied that the author of the article was hinting that 
Black students at McGill are ignorant and uninformed 
of world events. 

“Blacks' Attitudes on Apartheid” represents a 
negative portrayal of the Black population of McGill. 
On a personal level, I would like to mention that I am 
presently pursuing a political science degree so that I 
may deal with racial problems on a professional level 
rather than parading outside of the McGill administra- 
tion building. As a final note, I would like to add that 



apartheid is a delicate issue and the administration of 
The McGill Daily should be more careful of the way 
in which such topics are presented.

Close to home, the KKK commits acts of 
violence against visible minorities, Black 
youngsters in Montréal suffer harassment 
and brutality at the hands of the police, cer- 
tain Montrai taxi companies unabashedly 
discriminate against Haitian drivers, 
xenophobic sentiments against Latin 



American and South Asisan refugee 
claimants and immigrants arc openly voic- 
ed, and the Holocaust revisionist move- 
ment will probably jump for joy when neo- 
Nazi hate propagandist Ernst Zundel br- 
ings his case to Appeal Court. 

But the wave of revulsion at ignorance, 
prejudice and discrimination is also grow- 
ing stronger. The forming of the Canadian 
section of SOS Racism is just one small in- 
dication of this.

Following the uproar, the Law 
Students’ Association (LSA) drew 
up two proposals to be brought to 
the Faculty Council. The re- 
quested faculty/student advisory 
committee to deal with the pro- 
blem of violence against women 
and minorities in all academic 
matters was approved and is cur- 
rently being set up. 

The charge of sexism extends 
beyond that in the case being ad- 
dressed. "The LSA is in no way 
censoring or criticizing the Moot 
Court board and its members," 
said Maria Battaglia, chair of the 
LSA. “We voted on the resolution 
because wc felt this was a pro- 
blem." 

^ The Dean concedes that the pro- 
I blem goes beyond the isolated 
I case. He saw “an inherent flaw in 
I the way we craft our examples." 

Moot Court problems function 
' under Faculty supervision and 
1 final approval comes from Pro- 
I fessor Skar, in charge of the Moot 
I Court board. Skar is out of town, 

I but one third-year Law student 
' said, "Skar conceded only that 
I the manner in which the problem 
I was written was unfortunately 
I ‘overlooked’. He did not really 
. concede that the matter may not 
' be entirely appropriate as well." 

“It’s unfortunate that people 
have to wait for an issue like this 
• to realize that it’s about time it is 
looked at,” said Battaglia. “This 
has happened before.” 

Sexual assault may not be 
stricken from the Moot Court pro- 
gram, but "the combination of 
first-year mooting and the reality 
of sexual assault is offensive and 
insensitive and ought not to hap- 
pen again," said the Dean. 

"People mooting it aren’t com- 
fortable with it,” said one student 
referring to the case under debate, 
"But they have to do it.” 

The Dean denied the possibility 
that refusing to represent a case 
might cause problems for first- 
year students but admitted that 
"that has not happened as far as I 
know yet, and I would have heard 
about it.” 

Carol-Lynnc Saad, a member 
of Women in the Law, pointed out 
that “One in five women is sex- 
ually assaulted at some time in her 
life. It would be an unpleasant 
thing for someone who has been 
assaulted to handle this case." 

“Of course he’s not 
blameless,” said Ken Montcith, a 
third-year student and member of 
Women in the Law. "He wrote it 
and I think it’s really sad that he 
could find that funny.”
